on new drug ordinance

The managers of two Upland 
ezord stores — targets of a pending 


~ Upland ordinance restricting the 


sale and display of drug-related 
devices — said Monday their shops’ 
policies already forbid sales of the 
paraphernalia to minors. 

However, neither manager was 
prepared to say his store might test 
the Upland ordinance in court if the 
city council approves final adoption 
Dec. 4. 

Students interviewed Monday 
outside Upland High School raised 
no strong objections to the 
ordinance, but were skeptical that 
the city code amendment could have 
any noticeable reduction of what 
they termed ‘‘common’’ or 
‘widespread’ use of marijuana by 
Upland students.

And in Lakewood, Assistant City 
Administrator Leonard Biel said it 
was ‘‘too early to tell’ how that 
city’s ordinance on drug-related 
devices is working. Biel noted the 
Lakewood ordinance, which served 
as model for the one in Upland, went 
into effect Monday. 

Upland’s ordinance — adopted for 
first reading by the city council Nov. 
20 — declares sale and display of 
narcotic paraphernalia a public 
nuisance in any business where 
minors not accompanied by a parent 
or legal guardian are admitted. 

Continued sales of the drug- 
related devices — such as cigarette 
papers, rollers, roach clips and 
water pipes — would be allowed in 
businesses where persons under 18 
are admitted only if the displays are 
in a separate room or enclosure. 

In passing the ordinance, several 
members of the city council noted 
the city has received complaints on 
the sale and display of the devices at 
two record stores: Atlantis Records 
and Gifts, 110 E. Ninth St., and The 
Wherehouse, 360 W. Foothill Blvd. 

If final approval is granted next 
Monday night, Upland’s ordinance 
would go into effect Jan. 4, 1979 
Upland is perhaps only the second 
city in California to pass such an 
ordinance. 

At Atlantis Records, Jan 
Verdries, one of the managers, said 
he was ‘‘amazed’’ when he read a 
newspaper article about the 
ordinance. 

Verdries said the shop has had 
‘good management” for the more 
than two years on Ninth Street and 
refuses to sell the drug-related 
devices to minors. 

Verdries said he has children of 
his own and can understand the 
city’s concern, but wants to read the 
text of the ordinance before 
considering legal counsel or 
whether the shop would set up a 
separate area for its shelves of 
water pipes and other devices. 

At The Wherehouse, manager 
John Stout said any protest or legal 
challenge to the ordinance would be 
a corporate decision, not his. 

Although The Wherehouse devotes 
less shelf space to the paraphernalia 
than Atlantis Records, the store on 
Foothill Boulevard has attracted 
more criticism because it is 
adjacent to Upland High School. 


Like Verdries, Stout said he 
personally does not use marijuana 
and does not know what variety of 
substances could be smoked with 
the devices the store sells. 

He agreed that the devices should 
not be sold to minors and said store 
employees check identification and 
“yse good judgment’’ in making 
sales. 

A separate room or enclosure 
could present problems for the shop 
and The Wherehouse would probably 
no longer sell the devices under 
Upland’s ordinance, Stout said. 

Steve Bicksler, manager of 
Lakewood’s The Wherehouse, said 
the record store there rid its 
inventory of the devices. 

Almost all of the 12 Upland High 
School students questioned Monday 
said they believe use of drugs, 


marijuana in particular, is 
widespread among high school 
students. 


Students who really want to 
purchase the devices controlled in 
the Upland ordinance will travel 
outside the city or have an older 
friend or relative make the 
purchase, they added. 

Several students noted much of 
the use of marijuana by teen-agers 
is confined to weekend parties. 
More frequent users are rarer, but 
sometimes noticeable on campus, 
students said. 

None of the students objected to 
the ordinance, but most said it 
would have limited impact on drug 
use by teen-agers. 

However, Cliff Finley, 15, and Jim 
Shramm, 14, noted the ordinance 
might help some students who are 
not sure about using drugs from 
getting started 


Scott Hesseltine, 15, said some 
devices are made in wood shop and 
ceramics classes. 

Tim Koshmerl, 16, said he has 
seen marijuana joints rolled in the 
classroom, but another student, 
Wendy Wade, 16, said she has heard 
drug use is a bigger problem on 
other campuses. 

Koshmer! estimated perhaps 60 
percent of high school students try 
marijuana, with 35 percent 
becoming regular users. 

The students indicated use of hard 
drugs, such as heroin, is rare among 
students.

Ham operator 
reminded of 


call on Feb. 20

News reports of the carnage in Guyana have reminded 
an Upland ham radio operator of an odd conversation he 
had earlier this year with a member of the Peoples Tem- 
ple Agricultural Mission. 

John Holland said last week he picked up the call 
letters WB6MID/8R3 on his radio Feb. 20 and spoke with 
a woman named Sarah. 

‘“A woman identified herself as Sarah (last names are 
never given in radio contacts) and she said she would 
only take one contact from each section,” Holland said. 
The United States is divided into 10 sections by the 
Federal Communications Commission. 

Holland said he had been listening to her conversations 
with other sections, ‘‘and it wasn’t normal ham talk... 
Hams talk about their rigs (equipment) and contacts, but 
this woman seemed to be reading something over and 
over to everyone she talked with.” 

When the Sarah from Guyana indicated it was time for 
a California contact, Holland said, ‘T was right in there 
and got the contact, but it was very apparent to my wife 
and I that Sarah was selling something.” 

Holland explained that the woman was obviously 
reading from a script as she told about Guyana as “the 
most beautiful country in the world.’’ She described the 
flowers and their bright colors and the beautiful trees 
and said, ‘‘All the people are happy here.” 


“She said there was an agricultural retirement com- 
munity there at the Peoples Temple and invited help in 
contributions. It was so strange,” Holland said. 

Holland asked Sarah to exchange QSL cards, and she

Upland’s resolution notes that the city’s agreement 
with the state for protecting the freeway right-of-way 


agreed but said sending money for postage wasn’t 
necessary. Holland said QSL cards are used by all ham 
operators to exchange with other hams. The cards are 
printed with the ham’s call letters, city or town and state 
where his rig is operating from and space for a short 
message. 

The objective is to obtain a card from every area of the 
world. the farthest away the better, Holland said. ‘‘To 
get one sent from a foreign country, you have to send 
them postage money, so it was unusual for this woman to 
say they didn’t need the money.” 


When the Guyana contact was completed, Holland 
looked in the ham radio operators’ directory and found 
the call letters being used by Sarah were listed as belong- 
ing to Albert Touchette, licensed in Redwood Valley of 
California. 


Holland received his QSL card from Guyana in March. 
The written message read, ‘‘Tnx for the QSL. This is a 
Vry beautiful country, we appreciate any assistance or 
help u are able to give this wonderful country. Best 
wishes to u and urs.’’ The card was signed, ‘‘Al.’’ The ab- 
breviated words are typical of QSL cards to condense 
space. 


Printed on the’ card under the Peoples Temple 
Agricultural Mission was, ‘‘Working to assist the 
Guyanese government to feed, clothe and house its peo- 
ple, and further the human service goals that have 
characterized Peoples Temple for many years.’’ 


About two months ago, Holland said he made contact 
again with the Guyana ham radio, and a man told him to 
stand by. 


‘He didn’t give any name, just the call letters of 
WB6/8R3,”’ Holland said. He heard the man say 
something about another contact from a two-meter rig. 
“J had a feeling they had some kind of portable com- 
munication all over that country,’’ Holland said. 


A few nights later, the Upland ham listened on his 
radio as the Guyana man was making contacts in other 
areas. ‘‘I just listened Snd it was the same propaganda 
conversation. I didn’t try to make contact,” he said. ‘‘l 
already had my QSL card. 


‘Now my wife, Esther, and I are wondering what's 
happened to Sarah and that man.”

Aerobic dancing was started by Jacki Sorensen, now 
president of Aerobic Dancing Inc. A former professional 
dancer, teacher and choreographer, Ms. Sorensen 
originated aerobic dancing in 1969 and is a clinician for 
the President’s Council on Physical Fitness and Sports. 


“There are 20 clinicians in the United States,’ Miss 
Hutchinson explained. Only clinicians can train the 
teachers. 


As in other forms of aerobic exercise, students learn to 
find their heart rates.

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Changes in water 


boards urged

Major changes in the 
makeup and operation of 
California's nine regional 
water quality control 
boards were urged Tuesday 
at a state Senate committee 
hearing 

The proposals range from 
direct election of board 
members to restrictions on 
the conditions the boards 
can impose on local sewage 
treatment agencies. 

The Senate Agriculture 
and Water Resources Com- 
mittee heard testimony 


from 20 witnesses at an all- 
day hearing in the state of- 
fice building in San Bernar- 
dino. 

Chairman Ruben §. 
Ayala, D-32nd District, said 
his committee is con- 
sidering changes in the 1969 
Porter-Cologne Water 
Quality Control Act 

That law set up the five- 
member California Water 
Resources Control Board 
and nine regional boards of 
nine members each. They 
have relatively broad 
authority to set and enforce 
standards for water pollu- 
tion control in California. 

The governor appoints 
members of all boards. But 
the appointments must fall 
within certain interest 
group categories 

Ayala said that whatever 
legislation emerges from 
the hearings will be in-

The legislation may have 
special significance for the 
West End because of what 
the Santa Ana Regional 
Water Quality Control 
Board did last year. 

The board threatened to 
ban new sewer connections 
in most of the West End last 
year unless the wastewater 
discharged from overloaded 
sewage treatment plants in 
Ontario and Chino complied 
with state environmental 
standards. 

That would have brought 
most major construction to 
a halt. And it might have 
meant a maximum fine of 
$10,000 daily for the Chino 
Basin Municipal Water 
District, operator of West 
End sewage treatment 
plants. 

Despite past differences, 
““‘we have maintained a 
good working relationship 
with the board and 
recognize that they are per- 
forming an important func- 
tion within the local com- 
munity,’’ said Ray W. 
Ferguson, the district's 
general manager 

But Ferguson called for 
abandonment of a state 
policy which has the effect 
of restricting sewage treat- 
ment capacity as a way of 
limiting population growth 
in an area. 

“Limitation of sewage 
treatment plant capacity is 
an inappropriate method to 
exercise land use control or 
social reform,’”’ Ferguson 
said in his testimony.” 

Ferguson referred 
several times to the dis- 


trict’s efforts to secure 
federal and state grants for 
expansion of the Ontario 
plant over three years, 
from 1974 through last year. 

The delay was attributed 
primarily to concerns by 
the state Air Resources 
Board and the U.S. En- 
vironmental Protection 
Agency that an expanded 
plant would somehow en- 
courage population growth 
and worsen air pollution in- 
directly 

John Bryson, chairman of 
the California Water 
Resources Control Board, 
described the situation as 
“an exceptional case’’ and 
“a mess.” 

“We don’t want to be in 
the growth control 
business,’ Bryson said. 

“T agree with you. I don’t 
think you should be, 
either,’ Ayala replied. 

The expansion of the On- 
tario plant will increase its 
daily capacity just enough 
to keep up with the West 
End's needs at the time it 
is completed in 1980. 

Ferguson also urged that 
if the state and regional 
boards choose to impose 
wastewater treatment stan- 
dards stiffer than those re- 
quired by federal law, 
someone other than local 
districts should pay the 
additional cost. 

Ferguson urged speedier 
decisions by the state 
board, particularly on 
appeals from regional 
board actions, and an end 
to delays in paperwork. 

As for the membership of 
regional boards, Ruth 
Anderson, chairman of the 
Santa Ana board, defended 
the present system of ap-

urban wastes. 

The Draft SCAG-78 
Growth Forecast Policy is 
an updated guide for 
managing regionwide 
growth and expansion. The 
Statistics in this guide 
represent desirable future 
levels of population, 
housing, employment and 
land use for the entire six- 
county SCAG region. In 
developing these figures, 
SCAG worked closely with 
local governments and 
citizens to determine 
common goals in meeting 
such growth-related needs 


as expanded transportation, 
school and sewer systems. 

The fourth plan to be 
highlighted at the hearing, 
the Regional 
Transportation Plan, has 
already been adopted. 
However, several key 
elements are being 
reviewed for later 
incorporation into the plan. 

Among the elements to be 
added are a ride-sharing 
program to encourage 
greater use of carpools and 
other high-occupancy 
vehicles; a series of 
transportation-related air 
quality strategies which, 


under law, must be 
consistent with the air 
quality plan; and a four- 
part Regional Transit 
Development Program to 
improve public transit. 
Citizens who wish to 
testify about the Draft Air 
Quality Management Plan

A Cal Poly Pomona 
political science professor 
has called American 
politics ‘‘death avoiding’ 
and said this attitude is 
reflected in the way people 
vote or don’t vote. 

Professor Bruce F. 
Grube, said that attitude, 
however, will eventually 
lead to the death of the two- 
party system. 

“Politics are going out of 
the hands of the people and 


into the hands of 
community actions 
groups,”’ he said. 


Grube blames politicians 
for promoting ‘‘death- 
avoiding politics’ for the 
rising popularity of action 


groups. 
‘““For years” they 
(politicians) have 


manipulated the public with 
scare tactics.” 
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He said most politics is 
based on fear — ‘‘Fear of 
another country being 
stronger militarily and 
killing us; fear that taxes 
will kill us and fear that the 
economy is dead.”’ 

He said those phrases, 
with reference to death, are 
all ploys used by politicians 
in gaining votes. 

He also said ~~ choices 
given Americans between 
Republicans and 
Democrats is a choice 
between ‘“‘Tweedle-dum and 
Tweedle-dee.”’ 

Grube; who was reared in 
the West End, attended 
Lincoln Elementary School, 
Vina Danks Junior High 
School and Chaffey High 
School, returned to the area 
and to Cal Poly last year 
after graduating from UC 
Berkeley.

He is the author of 
several papers, part of a 
text book and is currently 
working on a book, ‘‘The 
Terrible Reality,’’ which 
deals with American 
politics. 

Grube said the rise of 
community action groups, 
such as those affiliated with 
the AFL-CIO and the 
Committee on Political 
Education (COPE) which 
have existed for years, are 
being emulated by large 
corporations, such as the oil 
companies. 

He cited the 
approximately 700 political 
action groups in existance 
today. Only 90 were in 
existence in the early 1970s. 

‘‘People don’t have a 
means to fully participate 
in the system (Democrat or 
Republican) and are 
looking for other outlets,” 
he said, ‘‘such as the action 
groups, which although 
associated many times with 
their jobs, offer them some 
sort of participation.” 

He said the existing 
system is marked by 
alienation and apathy 
because of the American 
politician himself.

The main thrust of 
Grube’s book is, in his 
words, ‘‘Why people 
tolerate the things they do 
from politicians and why 
they relate to the ‘illusion’ 
of politics instead of the 
‘reality.’ ”’ 

He described 
manipulation in terms (of 
political symbols such as a 
politician flanking himself 
by the flag or sitting near a 
bust of Abraham Lincoln.

If a woman becomes a 
victim of rape and is 
conscious, her first concern 
should be to care for hself. 
A badly injured victim may 
need to prevent lapsing into 
shock before any other 
action can be taken. To do 
this, it is important to keep 
warm and lie still for a 
moment. 

Then she should lock all 
doors and windows if at 
home, and call for help and 
support. The victim should 
next write down all the 
details she can remember. 

If the rape occurred out of 
doors, the victim should 
attempt to get to the 
nearest residence, store or 
other place where someone 
can assist her to prevent 
shock, give emergency 
medical aid and call for 
help. 

One word of caution:
